
A COPY “of Report from the Registrar of Deeds in Dublin, showing the Progress 
which has been made in forming Maps and Indexes, in compliance with the Provisions of 
the Act 13 & 14 Viet. c. 72 : also, a Statement of the Extent to which Registration 
under the said Act has been carried, or of the reasons for non-compliance with its Pro- 
visions : ” 

"And, Return of the Charge and Discharge of the Office in each Year, from 1838, (in 
continuation of Parliamentary Paper, No. 571 of Session 1839), containing all the Par- 
ticulars of that Return, and any additional Sources of Income or Expenditure arising 
from Acts regulating Registration passed subsequent to 1838.” 



No such Report as above required has been made by the Registrar. No Maps or Indexes 
have been supplied, as .contemplated by the Act 13 & 14 Viet. c. 72, and no Registration 
under that Act has been carried on. Under the present great pressure upon the Office, and 
the greatly increased amount of Business thrown upon it of late years, and likely for some 
time to continue (in a great measure owing to the operations of the Incumbered Estates 
Court), the Registrar is of opinion, that any attempt to introduce an entirely novel, complex, 
and doubtful system of Registration, such as directed by the above Act, would be attended 
with great hazard and inconvenience, more particularly as the present system has worked 
well, and appears to meet the exigencies of the public service.

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The only Act which can be considered as regulating registration, passed subsequent to 
1838, is the 11th & 12th Yict. c. 120, which requires that all negative searches delivered 
from the office shall be previously entered in parchment books, in manner therein specified. 
The source of income under this Act arises from fees on searches for negative searches, and 
for attested copies of negative searches made from these books ; but the requirements for 
such searches or attested copies have been so few, that the income derived is not commen- 
surate’ with the expenditure incurred. The registration of judgments under Act 13th & 14th 
Yict. c. 29, may be considered as an additional source of income since 1838. These come 
in under the denomination of deeds, and are included under that head, as also such docu- 
ments as are registered under the Drainage and Land Improvement Acts passed since 
1838. 

The only “ additional' source of expenditure arising from Acts regulating registration, 
passed subsequently to 1838,” is under the said Act 11th & 12th Viet. c. 120, and compre- 
hends the expense of clerk’s time, and the cost of parchment books and forms for keeping 
the record copies of negative searches issued from the office, and the indexes connected there- 
with, as above referred to.
